piece work. This action was taken on 
a referendum submitted as the laat

Railroads McAdoc as the only way of 
abolishing a system which his cost 
the government more Chan $2,500,000 
in the overpayment of wages to piece 
workers on these railroads. 


It appears that six weeks ago the 


BaUromd Administration found out that 
the rate of wage paid the piece work- 
ers under the decision of the wage 
board, consisting of Secretary Lane, 
"William R. WiUcox and others, was in 
excess ot the award and that the ag- 
gregate overpayment to the piece 
workers 
on these three railroads 


amounted to more than £!,500,000. 


By misinterpretation of the awards, 


which has never been explained by the 
Railroad Administration o-f the region- 
al director of the Allegheny system, 
C. *H. Markham, the piece workers 
were iwurded an Increase oqual to the 
increase granted to per diem workers. 
When, the mistake became apparent, 
efforts were made to have the over- 
payment deducted from the- current 
wages. This was found to be impos- 
sible, as most of th« men, it m said. 
had spent the amounts paid them or 
invested their savings 
in Liberty 


bonds. 


After considering the subject in 


every phase, the" Railroad Administra- 
tion decided to abolish piece 
work, 


which was accomplished through the 
referendum 
in which Mr. McAdoo 


notified the workmen that the system 
receiving the highest number ot voles 
would be adopted. The result of this, 
railroad men say, is that there will be 
a great loss in efficiency, as all men 
n-iU be pnt on the same level wrth the 
less efficient. 


As the matter now stands the gov- 


ernment will be obliged to stand the 
loss that has been sustained through 
the error. No practical way has yet 
been devised for collecting It from the 
men to whom it was paid. 
Conse- 


quently it will have- to be charged to 
profit and loss in tbe wage accounts 
of the three railroads.

COMPETITION IN COAL 


ARE_BEUEVED PAST 


ConrfJtion* ffHI Rather Tend Toward 


Eren Higher Prices for the 


Butter Grades. 


"Market Conditions in the near fu- 


ture will as a result ba determined 
solely by the manner in which the 
producer and consumer of soft coal 
react to the new-found freedom," says 
the Coal Age. 


"It is impossible to conceive ot the 


coal industry returning a^ain to price- 
cutting and cutthroat competition; 
and large purchasers who purposely 
kept out ot the market 
in 
recent 


months, in the belief that when gov- 
ernment control ceased ' they 
could 


name their own price for fuel, will 
find that the old order has passed, 
never to return. 


"The elaborate system of reports re- 


quired by the federal Fue1* A<dministra- 
tk>n during the -war period has taught 
many operators their true cost of pro- 
duction, a knowledge that was woeful- 
ly lacking before th« government took 
hold of the industry. "With wages as 
high aa they are at present, and the 
coat of material and equipment Btlll 
'In. the clouds,' coal will hardly be 
cheaper. 
If 
the consuming public 


will not pay a price for coal that will 
enable the operator to make a legiti- 
mate profit, the coal will not be mined. 
Already a great number of operators 
have shut down rather than work at 
a loss, and instead of panng down 
prices to meet the figure* set^by pur- 
chasing agents many more mine own- 
ers have signified their nrtention of 
doing likewise. 


"It cannot be overlooked, however, 


that at the pre«ect moment fair-to- 
poor grades of bituminous coal are 
being offered here and there at prices 
considerably lower than the govern- 
ment maiimums. The overstocked 
condition of the market, the closing 
down or restricted operation of many 
factories and the phenomenally mild 
weather are factors that tend to work 
coaster to the best interests of the 
coal mining industry. High-grade bi- 
tuminous coals continue to maintain 
their price levels, with a strong prob- 
ability that they will go higher with 
the elimination of federal price con- 
trol."
